Dear  Coworkers s 


There  are  comparatively  few  universal,  common  denominators  throughout  this  world. 
For  example,  anthropologists  tell  us  there  are  no  important  universally  approved 
^’good’*  acts  of  behavior  and  perhaps  only  one  or  two  "bad'*  or  unacceptable  prac- 
tices among  all  nations  and  tribes. 

However,  one  "value"  or  "desire"  does  seem  to  exist  nearly  everywhere.  It  is 
the  ambition  of  parents  to  give  their  children  an  "advantage"  in  this  world. 
Fathers  and  mothers  in  the  jungle  villages  of  Cambodia  or  in  the  tenement  dis- 
tricts of  modern  cities  will  work  hard,  save  and  deny  themselves  in  order  that 
their  kin  can  have  some  education.  We  have  been  rediscovering  this  fact 
through  IFYE,  through  the  United  Nations,  and  through  workshops  for  rural  youth 
leaders  in  Latin  America  and  Far  East  Asia.  Fortunately  for  civilization, 
this  universal  urge  or  desire  is  good  for  both  individuals  and  for  society  in 
general.  It  stimulates  progress.  It  is  especially  reassuring  to  educators. 

Why  then  do  we  observe  so  often  that  parents  seem  disinterested  or  unconcerned 
about  educational  programs  for  their  children?  Why  does  it  seem  to  us  that  there 
is  an  apathy,  or  a tendency  to  let  the  club  leader  or  the  Extension  agent  shouldei 
the  whole  responsibility  for  having  a good  4-H  club?  Perhaps  these  words  of  a 
Siamese  parent  living  about  50  miles  northwest  of  Bangkok,  Thailand,  contain  a 
key  to  this  problem.  "Our  son  works  hard  in  school  and  in  his  Yuma  Kassikorn 
(4“H  Club)  work.  He  learns  much  from  both.  But  we,  his  parents,  must  help  him 
with  the  projects  that  he  carries  in  his  club  work.  And  so  we  learn  from  Yuma 
Kassikorn,  too.  We  like  that  better." 

It  is  a compliment  to  your  v;ork  that  Nai  Prayune,  national  leader  of  rural  youth 
work  for  Thailand,  learned  this  important  principle  while  he  was  in  the  United 
States  as  an  Extension  trainee  last  year:  Parents  will  be  more  interested  in 

4-H  if  they  are  asked  to  help and  are  invo7Lved  in  the  operation  of  it  — - 

at  all  levels. 

GENERAL  CORNWALL  OF  ENGLAND  VISITS  IN  U.S, 

Enroute  home  to  London,  Major  General  R,  F,  Cornwall,  Secretary  of  the  Na- 
tional Federation  of  Young  Farmer  Clubs  of  England  and  Wales,  stopped  in  our 
office  late  last  month.  He  was  completing  a whirlwind  tour  of  field  visits, 
including  Georgia  and  Michigan  Extension  Services,  the  National  Committee  on 
Boys  and  Girls  Club  Work  in  Chicago,  the  F.F.A.  Convention  at  Kansas  City,  and 
the  Kellogg  Foundation  at  Battle  Creek,  Michigan,  General  Cornwall  is  newly  ap- 
pointed to  his  office,  succeeding  Major  M.  Hiles,  recently  retired. 
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Headquarters  of  the  National  Federation  is  in  London.  Many  State  and  county  ex- 
tension workers  have  become  familiar  with  the  good  work  of  this  educational  youth 
organization  through  our  IFYE  program  and  as  a result  of  earlier  visits  from  Miss 
Barbara  Tilden,  0,  T.  Norris,  and  others  of  the  N.F.I.F.C,  organization. 

General  Cornwall  was  here  to  observe  rural  youth  work  in  the  U.  S,  as  a background 
for  study  and  evaluation  of  the  British  program.  At  an  informal  luncheon  here  on 
October  29,  he  expressed  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for  all  the  help  he  re- 
ceived while  in  this  country.

Main  objective  is  to  encourage  individual  Club  members  to  improve  un- 
sanitary conditions  around  the  home,  yard,  farm,  and  community.  The  three  phases 
for  emphasis  are:

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POLIO  VACCINATJCF  FOR  TEEN-AGERS  AND  YCW^G  ADULTS 


Polio  vpccine  is  now  available  in  ample  supply  to  permit  protection  for  teen-agers 
and  young  adults.  Educational  groups  across  the  Nation  are  teaming  up  with  the 
National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis  in  a program  to  help  young  people  and 
their  families  realize  the  importance  of  the  protection.  About  25  percent  of  all 
polio  patients  are  adults  of  20  or  over.  Another  15  percent  are  teen-agers. 

Each  year,  thousands  of  young  people  of  high  school  age  are  stricken. 

Dr.  Clair  Turner  of  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis  will  be  send- 
ing to  each  State  4-H  Club  Leader  a kit  of  appropriate  informational  materials, 
explaining  the  current  educational  program. 

Most  of  you  will  find  that  your  schools,  informal  youth  programs,  and  civic  and 
comimunity  groups  are  alerted  to  give  serious  concern  to  this  problem. 

4-H  FELLCWSHIPS 

Have  you  noted  th^t  the  am.ount  of  the  six  4-H  Fellowships  has  been  increased  to 
$2,000.  This  welcome  nev;s  might  well  be  given  to  prospective  applicants  who  are 
considering  applying  for  the  wonderful  experience  in  Washington. 

4-H  ISSUE  OF  EXTENSION  SERVICE  REVIEVJ  - (May  1957) 

May  v;e  alert  you  to  the  preliminary  planning  that  has  been  done  for  the  special 
4-H  issue  of  the  Review  and,  also,  ask  for  your  help  in  suggesting  areas  of  em- 
phasis and  where  m.eaningful  stories  could  be  located. 

The  planning  group  strongly  suggests  that  we  focus  on  some  important  problem  area 
rather  than  having  a general  issue.  Someone  expressed  it  as  "The  rifle  rather 
than  the  shot  gun  approach."  The  recommendation  was  to  point  up  how  can  we  make 
ad.iustments  in  the  4-H  Club  program  to  better  the  needs  of  members  at  the  various 
stages  of  maturity  and  thus  increase  our  membership  tenure  and  depth  of  program.

PROGRESS  REPORT  ON  AUTOMOTIVE  CARE  kllD  SAFETY 

Splendid  progress  is  being  made  in  developing  the  Automotive  Care  and  Safety 
project.  We  predict  it  is  going  to  have  a real  impact  for  the  enrichment  of 
our  4-H  program  for  teen-agers.  The  latest  developments  further  explore  and  ex- 
pand the  original  outline  published  in  ‘'Broader  Horizons"  as  one  of  the  program 
areas  particularly  adapted  to  older  members. 
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The  Workshop  Committee,  under  the  able  chairmanship  of  Verne  Varney,  met  in  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  on  October  11-12.  They  reviewed  the  nine  sections  developed  for  the 
introductory  project  which  will  be  published  and  distributed  to  pilot  States  in 
December.  This  Unit  A is  pitched  at  the  pre-driving  age — the  fifteen-year-old. 

The  comm.ittee  also  gave  its  approval  to  the  distribution  of  the  brochure  which 
has  been  developed  to  announce  the  projects.  By  this  time,  you  will  have  re- 
ceived an  informational  letter  from  Mr,  Varney  on  the  brochure,  A copy  is  en- 
closed also.

“Part-Time  Farming — Its  Influence  on  Young  Families”  (Ohio  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station  Research  Bulletin  775)  - Another  of  the  excellent 
studies  by  Mrs.  Christine  H.  Hillman.

MONTANA  - District  Leader  Training  Conferences 

Six  district  conferences  have  or  vdll  be  held  for  local  leaders  this  fall.  ^aCh 
features  three  workshops  on  teaching  phases  of  4-H:  How  to  teach  4-H  record  keep- 

ing, judging  as  a teaching  device,  and  Demonstrations  as  a Teaching  Device,  A 
State-wide  4-H  Leaders’  School  is  slated  for  January  21  through  25. 

NEW  YORK  - Leader  Training 

Many- of  you  know  of  the  excellent  leader  training  held  in  Onondaga  County.  Two 
series  of  leader  training  meetings  are  announced  for  this  fall — a series  of  five 
meetings  for  new  leaders,  and  six  meetings  where  homemaking  subject  matter  will 
be  taught,  each  session  devoted  to  a different  project. 

NORTH  DAKOTA  - Training  for  Adult  Agricultural  Leaders 

During  a two-week's  period  in  October,  NDAC  Extension  specialists  meet  with 
adult  4-H  agricultural  leaders  throughout  the  State.  Each  specialist  visits  about 
five  counties  to  present  information  and  answer  questions  concerning  4-H  materials 
and  methods, 

PEMSYLVANIA  - District  Conferences  for  Leaders 

Two  district  conferences  were  held  with  the  focus  on  Understanding  Young  People, 
with  Dr.  Glenn  Dildine  as  special  consultant.  By  lecture,  panel  presentation  and 
group  discussion.  Dr,  Dildine  helped  leade^^s  understand  behavior  patterns  for  teen- 
agers at  different  stages  in  their  development.  Leaders  were  guided  to  have  a sym- 
pathetic and  scientific  understanding  of  these  patterns. 
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RHODE  ISLAM)  - Agent  Conference 

A more  effective  program  in  home  economiCvO  for  4-H  Club  monbers  was  theme  of  a 
two-day  conference.  County  4-H  home  economics  agents,  State  specialists  and 
State  home  demonstration  and  4-H  Club  leaders  met  to  evaluate  the  present  program 
and  plan  for  the  year  ahead. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA  - Leader  Training 

The  annual  leadership  camp  was  held  at  Camp  Lakodia  in  eastern  South  Dakota.  To 
make  attendance  easier,  the  event  alternates  between  the  east  and  v;est  sides  of 
the  State.  One  of  the  interesting  program  features  included  a socio-drama  by 
rural  youth  representatives  of  several  counties,  with  the  aim  of  acquainting 
the  4-H  leaders  with  YMW  activities  and  with  ways  such  groups  could  aid  the 
4-H  program. 

WEST  VIRGINIA  - Regional  Conferences  for  Leaders 

A series  of  regional  conferences  is  being  held  from  October  5 through  November 
18,  for  local  adult  4-H-leaders,  assistant  leaders,  and  adult  council  members. 
Project  work  and  teaching  methods  are  included  along  with  methods  of  working  with 
youth. 

WISCONSIN  - Leadership  training

Shook  used  his  skill  to  save  the  life  of  his  11-year-old  sister,  whom  he  had 
rescued  from  the  bottom  of  a pond.  The  swift  action  of  this  15-year-old 
member  is  credited  with  preventing  the  near-fatal  accident.  In  telling  of  the 
incident,  L.  R.  Harrill  says  it  is  the  second  of  its  kind  in  the  State  during 
the  past  12  months. 

TEXAS  - Interesting  Oonservation  Feature 

Presidio  County  4-H  boys  are  conducting  a large  demonstration  showing  the  value 
of  deferred  grazing,  pitting,  reseeding  and  proper  stocking  rate  as  management 
aids  in  range  improvement  work, 

VERJ40NT  - Forestry  and  Conservation  Gamp 

The  training  event  was  planned  to  offer  up-to-date  instruction  to  4-H  Club 
members  enrolled  in  soil  or  Xirildlife  conservation  or  in  forestry,  along  with 
outdoor  living  skills.  Soil  Conservation  staff  members  guided  the  campers  in 
the  study  of  soils  in  general  and  five  Vermont  soils  in  particular.
